It waa n topic on which ono could easily 
' launch into Idealistic generalities couched 
1 with carefully chosen weasel words, but It 
"was evltlenl from the beginning that Mr, Pnr- 
I ry Is no idealist. 

I "I am convinced that there can be no ]us- 
.' tice without might." ho told his listeners 
without mincing words. "Wc must be realistic, 
for we are dealing now with two ol the great- 
I est realists on earth— Joe Stalin and Winston 
Churchill." 

Our motives, he argued, are perhaps as 
high, if not higher, than any of the nations 
at war. We seek no territorial aggrandlze- 
nients — what we w,ant most to see Is a Just 
nnd continuing peace.
